In aU ages thcra has been need of a so- 


ciety for pi-ovention of cruelty to children. 
When Barbara was put to death by her 
father because the had countermanded his 
ordor, and had three windows pr.t in a 
room Instead of two, this cruel parent wan 
a type of many who havo uct'jd tho Nero 
and tho Kobespierro in tho homo circle. 
Tho hoort elekcns at what you somctlmeii 
BOO, even in families that protend to bo 
Christian—pcrpotua! flcolding, and hair 
pulling-, -and car boxing, and ibumplng, 
and stamping, nnd fault fiuding, and teiut- 
Injr, until Iho children ;iro vcxod beyond 
bounds and growl in tho hleovc, und pout, 
and rebel, and vow within thomsclvca that 
in alter days they will retaliate for the 
cruelties practiced, JIany a liomo has be- 


come an full ot dispute as was tho homo c£ 
John O'Groat, who built his houso at t'Jd 
most northoriy point in Great Britain. 
And tradition says that tho houKO had eight 
windows, and eight doors, and a table of 
eight sides, because ha had eight children, 
aud tho only way 10 keep them out ni 
bitter quarrel was to hnvo a ecparato ap- 
pointment for each one of them.

Yet wo may rush to tho othcrextretncand 


rulo children by too great leniency. Tliu 
surgeon is not unkind because, notwith- 
standing tho rislstanco of his patient, he 
(foes straight on with lirm hand and un- 
faltering heart to tako ofj tho gangrene. 
Nor in tho parent less affectionate and faith- 
ful becauao, notwithstanding all violent ro- 
rnonstranccfl on tho part of the child, ho 
with tho firmest discipline advances to tho 
cutting off of its evil inclinations. Tho 
Bible Bays: " Chasten thy ton while thero 
is hope, and let no: thy soul spaie for his 
crying." 
Childish rage uncbccled will 


after awhile become n hurricane. Childish 
petulance will grow up into misanthropy. 
Childish rebellion will develop Into tho law- 
lessness of riot and sedition. It you would 
rulu the child, dance to his every caprice 
and HtuS him with confectionery. Beforo 
you are awnro of it that boy or sbc yc.irs 
will go down tho street, a c:gor In his 
mouth, und ready on any corner with his 
comrades to compare pugilistic attainments. 
Tho parent who allows tho child to grow 
up without evor having learned tho great 
duty of obcdicnco and submission has pre- 
pared a cup of burning gall for his own lips 
and appalling destruction for his descend- 
ant

A second error prevalent In tho training 


of children Is a laying out of a theory and 
following it without arranging it to varie- 
ties of disposition. In every family you 
•will fiud striking differences of tempero- 
nient. This child is too timid, aud thut too 
bold, and this too miserly, and that too 
wasteful; this too inactive, and that too 
lioistcrous. Now, tho farmer who should 
plant com and wheat and turnips in ju'it 
tho name way, then put them tK-ongh one 
hopper ana grind them In tho same mill, 
would not bo so much of ft fool as tho par- 
ents who should attempt to discipline and 
educate all their children in tho same man- 
ner. It needs n skillful hand to adjust these 
chocks anil balances. Tho rigidity of gov 
crnmontwhich ia necessary to hold in this 
Impetuous nature would utterly crush that 
ilcxJblo disposition, while tho gontlo ro- 
proof that would suffice for the latter would.

If a parent, you will remombcr when you

I proposo in this discourse to sot forth 


what 1 consider to be some of the errors 
prevalent in tho training of children. 


First: I remark that many err in too groat 


severity or too great leniency of family gov- 
ernment 
Between parental tyranny and 


ruinous laxativeuess of discipline there Is a 


God gives us in tho disposition of each 


chl'.d a hint as to how we ought to train 
him, 
and, as God la the mental structure of 


our children indicates what mode of train- 
lug IB the boat, He also indicates in tho dis- 
position their future occupation. Do not 
write down that child as dull because it 
may oof. bo as brilliant as your other chil- 
dren or as those of your neighbor. Some of 
tho mightiest men and women of the cen- 
turies have had a stupid childhood. Thomas

sanctified genius and was called "tho angel 
of the schools" and "the eagle o: Brittany." 
Kindness and patience with a child will con- 
quer almost any thine, and they aro virtues 
so Chrlstllko that they are inspiring to look 
at

profligate luto a flaming evangel, 


The third error prevalent in the train Ing 


.of children f& the ono-sidod development o£ 
either tho physical, intellectual or moral 
nature at tho expense of the others. Those, 
for instance, greatly mistake who, while 
they aro faithful in tho intellectual and 
moral culture of children, forget tha physi- 
cal. Tho bright eyes half quenched by 
night study, tho cramped chest that comes 
from too much bending ovor school desks, 
tho weak side resulting from sedentariness 
of habit, p.ile cheeks and tho gaunt bodies 
of multitudes of children attest that physi- 
cal development does not always go along 
with intellectual and moral Eow do you 
suppose all those treasures of knowledge 
ihe child gets will look la a shattered casket? 
And how much will you give f or the wealth- 
lost cargo when it is put intoaleakv ship? 
How can that bright, sharp blade of a 
child's attainments ba wieldod without any 
handle? What axe brains worth without 
shoulders to carry thorn? What ia a child 
•with magnificent mind hut an eihausted 
body?

Whether knowledge is a mighty good or | 


an unmitigated evii depends noon which 
course it takes. Tho river, rolling ou be-

•factory, whirls it with great industries. 
:But, breaking away from restraints and 
'da«hing over banks In rod wrath, it washed 
away harvests from their moorings and 
makes tho vallcye shrink with tho cataa- 
tropho. 
Firo in tho furnace heats the 


houso or drives tho steamer; but, uncon- 
trolled, warehoused go down In awful crash 
before It, and.

Thoso shoulders aro 
too little to carry a burden, that brow Is too 
young to bo wrinkled, thoso feet aro too 
sprightly to go along at a funeral pace. God 
bless thelryounghoartal Now is tho time 
for them to be sportful. Lot them romp and 
sing and laugh, nnd go witb a rush and a 
hurrah. In this way thoy gather up a sur- 
plus of energy for future life. For the child 
that walks around with a scowl, dragging 
his feet os though they were weights and 
Blttlog down by tho hour in moping and 
grumbling, I prophesy a llfo of utter Inani- 
tion and discontent Sooner hush the rob- 
ins in tho air till they are silentasa bat, and 
lecture the frisking Iambs on tho hillside 
until thoy wolklike old sheep, rather than 
put cxhilarant childhood in the stocks. 


The liftli errorln the training of childhood 


is tbe postponement of HB moral culture un- 
til too late. Multitudes of children, bocauso 
of their precocity, havo boon urged into 
ileptlw of study where they ought not to go, 
and their intellects have been overburdened 
and overstrained and battered to pieces 
itgalust Latin grammars and algebras, and 
coming for:h into practical llfo they will 
hardly rise to mediocrity, and there la now 
a stuffing aud cramming system of educa- 
tion in the achoob of our country that 
Is dreadful to tho teachers who hava 
to 
enforce 
it, 
and destructivo 
to 


the 
children 
who 
must 
submit 
to 


tho process. 
You find children at nine 


and ten years of ago with school lessons 
only appropriate for children of fifteen. 
If 


children aro kept la school nnd studying 
from nine to three o'clock, no home study 
except music ought to be required of them. 
Six houra of study la enough for any child. 
The rest of tho day ought to bo dovotcd to 
recreation and pure fun. 


But you can not DOgln too early the 


moral culture of a ihlid or on too con> 
plate a scale. You can look back upon your 
own life and remember what mighty im- 
pressions W(iTc tnado upon you at five or Hlx 
years of ago. 
Oh, that child do03 not sit so 


silent during your conversation to bo unln- 
rlnenced by It. 
You eay he doos not under- 


stand. Although much of your phraseology 
Is beyond his grasp, ho Is gathering up from 
your talk Influences which will affect his 
immortal destiny. Prom tho question ho 
asks you long afterword yon find ho under- 
stood nil about what you were saying. Yon 
think tho child does not appreciate that 
beautiful cloud, but its most delicate lines, 
ore ronocted Into tho very depths of the 
youthful nature, and a score of years from 
now you will see the shadow of that cloud 
in tho tastes land refinements developed. 
The song with which you sing that child to 
sleep will echo through all Its life, and ring 
bactf from tho very arches of Heaven. 


I think that often tho first seven years of 


a child's llfo decides whether it shall be iras- 
cible, waspish, rude, falsa, hypocritical, or 
gentle, truthful, frank, obedient, honost 
and Cliristlan, The present generations of 
men will pass off very much as they aro 
now. Although tho Gospel is offered them, 
the general rulo is that drunkards die drunk- 
ards, thieves die thieves, libertines die Ub- 
crtlne?. Therefore, to tho youth we turn. 
Before they sow wild oats get them to sow- 
wheat and barley. You fill the bushel 
measure with good corn, and there will be 
no room for husks. Glorious Alfred Cook- 
man was converted at ton years of age. 
At Carlisle, Pa., during the progress of a 
religious meeting in tho Methodist church 
•while many wero kneeling nt the foot 
of tho altar, this boy knelt in a corner of 
the church all by himself, and said; 'Pre- 
cious Saviour, Thou art saving others; 0 
wiltTl-ou not sava mo?" A Presbyterian 
older knelt beside him and lod him into tho 
light Enthroned Alfred CookmanI Tell 
me from tho nkics, were you converted too 
early? But I can not hoar his answer. Itis 
overpowered by the huzzas of the tens of 
thousands who were broughttoGodthrough 
his ministry. Isaac Watts, the great Chris- 
tian poet, was converted at

of uge. Boljcrt Hall,

tist evangelist, was converted at twelve 
years of age. Jonathan Edwards, the great- 
est of American logicians, was converted at 
seven years of ago.

Fathers and 
mothers, you under God aro to decldo 
whether from your families shall go forth 
coward.", Inebriates, counterfeiters, blas-

Tho probability is that soma of 
our f aoltfl which' wo consider small and In- 
ilgnificant, if wo do not put an endto them, 
will be copied on a larg-er scolo In tho lives 
.of our children, and perhaps dilated and 
oxaggorated Into spectral proportions. You 
jieed not go off as far as tho Broclien to Boo 
!that process. 
! Tho first thing in importance In tho cdu. 
cation of our. children is to make ourselves, 
by the irraco of God, lit examples to bo 
copied. The day will come when you must 
confront that child, not In tho church pew 
'on a eolni Sabbath, but amid tlio consterna- 
tion of tha 'rising dead, and the flying 
heavens, and a humlng world. From your 
side that son or daughter, bone of your 
bone, heart of your heart, the father's brow 
his brow, tho mother's eye his eye, shall go 
forth to an eternal dostiny. What will bo your 
joy if at last you hear tholr feet in the dame 
golden highway and hear their voices in tho 
same rapturouw song, illustrations, whllo 
tho eternal ages hist, of what a faithful 
parent could, under God, accomplish.
